hospital in 
Hollywood 
after a 
long illness. 
B orn in M ilwaukee, W isconsin, 
55 years ago, he becam e in ter­ 
ested in the m otion picture busi­ 
ness as a youth and represented 
the industry in Europe for many 
years. He w as w ith Pathe, Cecil 
de M ille and m any other big Hol­ 
lyw ood firm s overseas until the 
w ar broke out. 
H e was taken ill during the 
sum m er and underw ent a m ajor 
operation. A fter being discharged 
from the hospital, he cam e back 
here, but a short tim e ago, had to 
return to the hospital. 
D eath was due to pneum onia 
following another operation. 
Mrs. K ofeldt preceded him in 
death by eight months. 
He is survived by a daughter, 
Elsa, w ell 
know n

and a student of the dram a. 
Last rites w ere said at Weifels 
and Sons chapel, Banning, Tues­ 
day afternoon, w ith m any leading 
V illagers present to pay tribute 
to his mem ory.

Plans for construction of a modern Youth Center, long a cher­ 
ished ambition here, are taking definite shape and actual work on 
the project w ill be started soon. It w ill be a spot dedicated to the 
young people of the Village where they may find wholesome enter- 
iainm eni during their free time. The project was made possible by 
Mr and Mrs. E. W. A. Peake who offered $20,000 for a Youth Cen­ 
ter’ building, provided the residents of Palm Springs raised funds 


for a site.

T he drive for funds has been 
put in charge of the W elfare and 
Friendly Aid association, th e site 
for th e building being a lot on 
B elardo road facing th e O’Don­ 
nell golf course. The property is 
150 feet by 128 in depth and back 
up on the property of the Texaco 
Station. The 
purchase 
price is 
$7,500, of w hich the W elfare and 
Friendly Aid chairm an, Mrs. H ar­ 
old Hicks, reports $2,500 has al­ 
ready been raised. T he objective 
now is the rem aining $5,000 of the 


purchase price so th at building 
m ay get underw ay as soon as pos­ 
sible. 
W hen the building is com plet­ 
ed the high school students w ill 
undertake the responsibility of 
its furnishing and set the policies 
of its operation. A paid supervi­ 
sor, trained in w ork w ith young 
people, w ill be in attendance at 
all times.

The Museum will be open ev­

Saturday 
evening from 7 to 9 w ith moving 
pictures and a lecture. 
Last Saturday the Board of Di­ 
rectors, and some members of the 
Advisory Board, 
met to discuss 
the problems of 
the 
Museum. 
Eventually it will be necessary 
to have a new building. An invi­ 
tation was given to Lloyd Smith, 
who was the first director of the 
Desert Museum, to return to the 
museum. Lloyd Smith has been 
in the Army for four years, as he 
volunteered even before we were 
in the war, but he has now re­ 
ceived his discharge, and it is 
hoped he will be able to return 
to us.

Treasure Hunt 


General Douglas MacArthur has gone on a 
hunt for buried treasurer—stolen treasure. 
But 
unlike the traditional treasure hunt such as Robert 
Louis Stevenson described, the General and his 
men are not digging in the sands of a desert island 
but in the vaults of Japanese banks. 
There they hope to find much of the gold and 
other valuables looted from China during the past 
14 years. 
In seizing 21 leading financial institutions of 
Nippon, MacArthur was also blunting one of the 
sharpest and most effective weapons used in Ja­ 
pan’s efforts to gain world mastery. The wheels 
of war can no more turn without money than they 
can without oil. Japanese banks, under the dic­ 
tates of the militarists, fed their resources into 
Tojo’s war machine in order that it might grind its 
way along the road of “glory”. 
The seizing of these banks has brought into 
sharp contrast their operations as compared to 
those of our American banks during the war. As 
we have said, the enemy institutions under gov­ 
ernment control, were instruments of conquest 
and destruction. American hanks, under private 
enterprise but in full cooperation with our Govern­ 
ment, were dynamic forces in production and the 
defense of our liberty. 
This demonstrates once again that a free ec- 
onmy cannot be turned readily to the support of 
evil purposes by unscrupulous officials of Govern­ 
ment. It is worth noting that Ilitler and Tojo had 
to gain control of the banks, as well as of the 
press, before they could embark on their plans for 
world domination. 
General MacArthur should keep these institu­ 
tions under close supervision as one means of pre­ 
venting a rebirth of Jap aggression.

Tramway Success 


Sure, Grubbs Tells 


Riverside Group 


V. W. Grubbs, member of the 
San Jacinto Mountain Tramway 
Authority committee, 
recently 
appointed by the Riverside coun­ 
ty board of supervisors with J. G. 
Nusbaum of Idyllwild to repre­ 
sent the county on the authority, 
told Riverside Rotarians at the 
Mission Inn Wednesday that it is 
estimated 30,000 people will ride 
on the tramway every month. 
He added that this number will 
porbably be exceeded, as were 
the estimates of the number of 
people who would ride on the 
Franconian project at Cannon, 
N. H. 
RECITES HISTORY 
The speaker reviewed the his­ 
tory of the proposed tramway, 
which was first considered by 
the Southern Pacific Railroad 
company as long ago as 1922 and 
was revived by Palm Springs 
people, headed by Francis Crock­ 
er, in 1935. Two bills passed by 
the legislature were vetoed by 
different governors, 
but an 
amended bill was finally passed 
and signed this year. 
The base of the tramway will 
be at an elevation of 2700 feet in 
Chino canyon. In 12,000 feet cars 
will rise to 5800 feet. It will be 
the largest project of its kind in 
the world and will have six cars, 
three on a side, each with a ca­ 
pacity of 50 to 60 people. 
GIVES TRAFFIC DATA 
It was disclosed that the engi­ 
neers, Modjeska and Masters, 
who surveyed the possibilities of 
the project, found that in 1940 
more than 500,000 automobiles 
passed over State Highway 111, 
the branch road from U. S. High­ 
way 99 to Palm Springs. Experi­ 
ence in New Hampshire indicates 
that seven percent of the people 
traveling a highway past a tram ­ 
way, make the tramway trip. 
Colored moving pictures were 
shown of the New Hampshire 
tramway and of skiing on the 
mountains.

Clarifying the city's policy in regard to operation and use of 
the Field Club property. City Manager Ray Sorum today issued the 
following statement: 
As there has obviously been 
some misunderstanding regarding 
the Field Club ground, I would 
like to make a brief statement 
in that respect. The city acquir­ 
ed this property because it felt 
there was a need for recreation 
areas within the city — areas 
that could be used by local citi­ 
zens for the benefit of local citi­ 
zens in particular. Due to the 
fact that a capital outlay of sub­ 
stantial proportions was neces­ 
sary to acquire this property, and 
it was not the desire of the city 
council to cause the city tax rate 
to be raised in order to accom­ 
plish this, it has always been the 
desire to attem pt to make the 
property self-supporting. 
In the absence of a policy of 
operation the city council saw fit 
to place the m atter of the oper­ 
ation of the Field Club grounds 
in the hands of the city manager. 
Being absolutely without ex­ 
perience in the operation of such 
an enterprise, he has attempted 
to gain that experience through 
the holding of various types of 
events over a two-year period— 
in the meantime attempting to 
establish a reasonable charge for 
the use of the premises.

A Question for Voters 
By 
ETHEL GILLETT WHITEHORN 


A most important bill was debated and passed in the House of 
Representatives on June 4 of this year. The complete story was pub­ 
lished in the Congressional Record of that date. The press through­ 
out the nation, generally alert to news of vital importance, over­ 
looked this story, which will cause all voters to do some deep think­ 
ing when they cast their ballots in November. 1946. 


The bill—an emergency meas-' 
ure — is known as House Bill 
3118. Two weeks after it passed 
the House of Representatives, it 
was approved by the Senate with­ 
out debate. 
President Truman 
spared no time attaching his sig­ 
nature to it. 
The purpose of the bill is to 
remove all obstacles from the 
path of our Veterans’ hospitals so 
that 
thousands 
of 
seriously 
wounded 
men 
crowding them 
from overseas will have adequate 
care. 


AGREE ON PLAN 


General Hines, then the head 
of the Veterans’ Administration 
and his staff met with the World 
War Veterans’ Legislation com­ 
mittee prior to June 4 and ex­ 
plained in detail the needs of the 
hospitals. General Omar Bradley, 
who has since replaced him was 
in complete agreement. They re­ 
quested that Congress give them 
a free hand to staff the hospitals 
properly, thereby removing the 
red tape and bottle-necks created 
by the Civil Service Commission 
which up to this time had staffed 
the hospitals. It was brought out 
that many loyal citizens eager to 
volunteer 
their 
services 
were 
consistently rejected by the Com­ 
mission because they have no 
rating in that bureau. The per­ 
sonnel in the hospitals was so in­ 
adequate that men, suffering from 
bed sores, had nobody to change 
their positions. 


During the debate in the House, 
many 
heart-rending 
situations 
were described by the proponents 
of the bill. Only one objection to 
it was voiced. That was by Con­ 
gressman Ramspeck (D) Georgia, 
chairman of the Civil Service 
Commission. He spoke for twenty 
minutes and not once mentioned 
the plight of the wounded veter­ 
ans. All he was concerned about 
was the defeat of the bill which, 
if passed, he stated, would dis­ 
rupt the Civil Service Payroll. 


EIGHT FROM STATE 


When the debate ended, the 
vote was recorded as follows: 
Yeas, 225; Nays, 39. Absent and 
not voting, 168. 
It should shock all Californians 
to learn that eight of the thirty- 
nine 
Congressmen 
who 
voted 
against the measure were elected 
from California. They are Helen 
Gahagan 
Douglas, 
Ned 
Healy, 


Cecil King, Chet Holifield.all of 
Los Angeles County; Ed Izaac, 
San Diego County; George Miller, 
Contra 
Costa

The war ended for us In North 
Platte, Nebraska. The people 
seemed hardly to know what to 
do. There was an instantaneous 
desire to celebrate, mixed with 
the serious relief and wish to 
give thanks that the fighting was 
over. The radio blared about oth­ 
er cities and their bonfires, and 
I suspect every city had one, but 
the ones we saw lacked the spon­ 
taneity of typical American cele­ 
brations. The funniest thing was 
the closing of the stores and res­ 
taurants and even the gas sta­ 
tions. That really seemed sponta­ 
neous. The President said some­ 
thing about a three-day holiday 
for federal workers, who had not 
closed on earlier holidays, but it 
seemed as if the shopkeepers and 
restaurarif keepers, tired to death 
with struggling with scarceities, 
crowds, and federal agencies, had 
just locked their doors and gone 
home. We managed to get some 
bottles of milk, and found a bak­ 
ery open, and moved along, town 
by town. 
It was a pleasure to see the 
horses, lots of them, and fine 
blood. In the South and in the 
West. The dogs were not so good; 
few Scottish terriers! Mostly 
hounds, and for many of them it 
would have been necessary to 
give several pedigrees to cover 
fully the backgrounds. The cattle 
were plentiful, and in good con­ 
dition, and now with the OPA 
on the way out, we will un­ 
doubtedly get some meat on the 
tables again. The OPA does not 
seem to know, to this day, that 
cattle are sent to fattening yards 
to put the steaks on them, and 
that it costs money to keep them 
in the yards for that process. 
The lightning rod salesman is 
still traveling the Middle-West. 
Two and three on a house. The 
farms looked well, after 26 dry 
days. The water there comes from 
the clouds, not through furrows. 
Farm families used to be big fam­ 
ilies and needed big homes. 
Farms and houses were in good 
condition in the East and Middle- 
West, not so good in the South. 
Share tenancy does not promote 
pride in the farm. I think I shall 
have to revive my bill to estab­ 
lish a protected tenancy, as in 
England, which encourages care. 
I have not yet decided if a paint 
salesman in the South after the 
war would make a fortune or 
starve to death. 
It was impossible not to think 
of the 49’ers and of the earlier 
explorers. We would bowl along 
in a day the distances they plod­ 
ded over in weeks. On and on 
and on. You should take the trip, 
just to realize the courage and 
stamina they had. And then 
think what the first people must 
have thought, who saw the prai­ 
ries and the deserts and the 
mountains and wonders of this 
land of ours. You can get within 
stone-throwing distance of the 
Grand Canyon without knowing 
it is there. Think of the first ex­ 
plorer, packing his food and wat­ 
er, pushing through the low 
growth, brushing aside the gnats, 
hot and thirsty, suddenly and 
without warning, getting an eye­ 
ful of the canyon. He was a stout 
man not to drop with heart fail­ 
ure.The California licenses, going 
east, started to pass us when we 
were still in Nebraska. The num­ 
ber increased as we reached Wy­ 


oming. They were going home, 
after war work in California. 
Coming back, we had them with 
us, and more California licenses 
sometimes than all other states 
combined. We began to lose them 
in Oklahoma, and then lost them 
visibly in Arkansas. By the time 
we crossed the river, they had 
thinned out to the point where 
California license would honk at 
another as the cars passed. We 
stopped in the little town of 
Henryetta, Oklahoma, for break­ 
fast, on the 8th of September, and 
the filling station owner told us 
that there were 15 cars parked 
in the street by his station the 
night before, and 14 had Califor­ 
nia licenses. 
It was an interesting trip, 19 
days going, 12 days returning, 
7,081 miles. It is good to be back 
at work again.

to duck out and turn themselves 
in after the Division had sailed, 
we had a total of 32 men go ab­ 
sent from the time we arrived 
from Europe until the time we 
actually sailed for the Pacific, 
and, this during a period when 
the kids were either entirely free 
or without restraint. If that pic­ 
ture doesn’t prove that we did 
no squawking, but rather showed 
a high degree of training and 
morale, then I don’t know what 
I’m talking about.” I might say 
that what brot out these inter­ 
esting figures was a letter from 
me in which I had mentioned 
that I had read of some of the 
squawking of some of the out­ 
fits going to MacArthur and the 
86th among them. 
From Germany, we received 
Nazi banners, one of which is to 
be disposed of at the Cactus 
Jumpers Jamboree, we also re­ 
ceived a German Mauser pistol, 
a Buck Rogers model of beauti­ 
ful workmanship, that fell to Ro­ 
bert while I have an iron cross, 
and from the Pacific came ten 
peso notes of the Japanese Gov­ 
ernment.

In the most recent 
resolution, all roads approved by 
the supervisors are included.

Returns From 


Japanese Camp 


Mr. and Mrs. Sanford Ladic and 
three daughters, Mary, 11, Marie, 
10, and Cecil, 9, are one family 
that survived 
the 
hardships of 
three years 
in Japanese prison 
camps after the fall of the Phil­ 
ippines. 
The Ladic family, now resi­ 
dents of Taylorville, 111., where 
Mr. Ladic is employed as boss in 
a large mine, resided in Banning 
during the period of construction 
of the Colorado river aqueduct, 
and left there in 1937 to go to the 
Philippines 
where 
Mr. 
Ladic 
worked in the southern part of 
Luzon in a mining district called 
Paracalez. 
Later the family moved to Ba­ 
guio in 
northern 
Luzon where 
Mr. Ladic was superintendent of 
the largest gold mine. They were 
in Baguio when on December 8, 
1941, they saw a large number of 
airplanes 
overhead, 
saw 
them 
drop bombs on Camp John Hay, 
a nearby Army post, and knew 
the Japs had 
attacked without 
first going through the formality 
of declaring war. The residents 
of Baguio soon learned of the at­ 
tack on Manila and most of the 
mining 
engineers 
and business 
men left for that city. The Ladic 
family decided to stay. 
JAPS ARRIVE 
“When the Japanese army ar­ 
rived December 
28, 
1941, they 
took over all our homes and we 
Americans and the Chinese were 
placed in the army camp nearby,” 
Mrs. Ladic 
told 
r e p o r t e r s . 
"I took along a mattress, some 
sheets and a 
little 
food. Until 
April 23, 1942, we stayed in this 
camp. But after our men had re­ 
paired the 
barracks 
and water 
mains to make the place more liv-

able, thq 
Japs 
decided to take 
over the camp for themselves.” 
The prisoners of war were then 
moved to Camp Holmes, a delapi­ 
dated camp 
once 
used by the 
Filipino constabulary. Down there 
it was hot and damp, and the 
prisoners were pestered by flies 
and mosquitos. The women form­ 
ed a fly brigade and swatted in­ 
sects by the hour. 
Dysentery broke out in the 
camp and the medicines and oth­ 
er medical supplies were soon ex­ 
hausted. The Filipino insurrectos 
outside camp tried to slip medi­ 
cines and supplies to them, but 
there was never quite enough. 


LITTLE WATER 


•"One of the worst features,” 
Mrs. Ladic said, “was the lack of 
water during the dry season. 
It 
was punishable to wash anything, 
even one’s face. 
Our family of 
five was rationed very carefully. 
“The Japanese 
made 
us cut 
wood and plant and cultivate 
vegetables in the fertile valley, 
but we never got any of the veg­ 
etables. Our own food decreased 
until we had only two cups of 
corn meal per person for two 
meals a day, nothing else, not 
even salt. There was an average 
of five American deaths a day 
during the last year. . 
“On December 
23, 
1944, the 
Japs moved us into Manila to 
Bilibad prison. Here were Amer­ 
ican soldier prisoners in worse 
shape than we, because they had 
to live on unshelled corn. 
Also 
the graves of the dead all around 
us were 
so 
shallow 
that the 
stench was awful.” 
On March 11 the Ladic family 
was carried by air transport to 
Leyte and later put on a large 
transport for the United States. 
They arrived in San Francisco 
April 8. 
Mrs. Ladic went frofff 139 to 84 
pounds while in Japanese prison 
camps. 


Hunting Trip 
Fatal to High 
School Student 


A hunting trip of six Holly­ 
wood high school students in the 
Snow creek area, last Saturday, 
was turned into a tragedy with 
the fatal shooting of Donald Mc- 
Crosky, 17, one of the youths, 
when a gun carried by one of his 
companions accidentally slipped 
apd discharged as it struck the 
ground. 
The charge struck the 
youth in the back. 
Victim of the shooting was 
taken by his companions, Joe 
Roubal and Benjamin Green, to 
Torney General hospital in Palm 
Springs where he died early Sun­ 
day morning. The accident was 
investigated by Deputy Coroner 
Seymer L. Cash. 
The dead youth is the son of 
U. L. McCrosky of 12243 Mans­ 
field Road, Hollywood. 
The three boys and Evan Evan- 
hoff, 16, Nicky Evanhoff, 13, and 
Ripley Reed, 16, were staying at 
the Evanhoff cabin on the desert. 
Going to Snow Creek on a hunt­ 
ing expedition Saturday after­ 
noon, their car was stuck in the 
sand. 
The boys split into two 
groups for hunting with Joe Rou­ 
bal and Benjamin Green accom­ 
panying Donald. 
With their car unavailable, the 
boys were forced to make the 
long hike to the main highway 
and then encountered difficulty 
in flagging down a motorist. As 
a result, McCrosky was seriously 
weakened from loss of blood and 
shock when he reached Torney 
general hospital. 
Coroner Ben F. White signed 
the death out as accidental after 
hearing the testimony of the boys 
who were present when the acci­ 
dent occurred.

This plea w as broadcast today 
by E. Raym ond Cato, chief of the 
California H ighw ay Patrol to the 
trucking interests and th eir driv­ 
ers. 
Pointing out th a t highw ay con­ 
gestion 
has 
greatly 
increased 
since the rem oval of gasoline ra­ 
tioning, C hief C ato said h e is re­ 
ceiving num erous com plaints that 
slow-moving com m ercial vehicles 
particularly those tow ing heavy 
trailers, are obstructing traffic by 
causing long lines of passenger 
vehicles to pile up behind them. 
Such drivers 
should 
use the 
first opportunity to pull over as 
far as practical to the rig h t and 
let the traffic pass, he explained. 
Comm ercial vehicle 
m ovem ents 
are now 
heaviest 
in California 
history, he said, because of con­ 
tinued shipm ent of w ar m aterials 
and renew al of peace-tim e activ­ 
ities.
